Once th«' enemy sees the Allies mean business — realize that 


the economic blockade will be tightened and sees the Allied army 
spring to attention ready to march into Germany — either the 
present or substitute delegates will sign "under protest," is tlie 
way the French have figured it out. 


The "big four" this morning took up the German protest of 


conditions under which the French will obtain favorable conces- 
sion* in the Saw valley. This serves as a break in the distribu- 
tion of mandatories which have occupied the attention of the "big 
four" for» several days.

Rights of the Worker. 


"The question which stands at the 


front of nil others in every country 
amidst tho present great awakening is 
the 'question of labor; and perhaps I 
can speak of it with as great advan- 
tage while engrossed in the considera- 
tion of interests which affect all coun- 
tries alike as I could at home ami 
amidst the interests which naturally 
most affect my thought, because they 
are the interests of our own people. 
" "By Hie o.uestion of labor I do not 
mean the question of efficient indus- 
trial production, the question, of how 
labor is to be obtained and made ef- 
fective in the great process of sustain- 
ing populations and winning success 
amidst 
commercial 
and 
industrial

Those who re- 
ally desire a new relationship between 
capital and labor can readily find si 
way to bring It about; and perhaps 
federal legislation can help more than 
state legislation could. 


In d ustri at Democratization. 


"The object of all reform in this es- 


sential matier must be the genuine 
democratization of industry, based up- 
on a full recognition of the right of 
those 'who work, in whatever rank, to 
participnte 'in some organic way in 
every decision which directly affects 
their welfare or the part they are to 
piny in indu'stry. Spine positive legis- 
lation is practicable. 
The congress 


has a!ready:shown the way to one re- 
form which!'should be world-wide, by 
establishing, the eight-hour day as the 
standard 'dny in every field of labor 
over which It cnn exercise control. It 
h;is sought to find the way to prevent 
child labor and will, I hope and be- 
lieve, .presently find it. It hns served 
the whole country by leading the wsiy 
in developing the menus of preserving 
and safeguarding life and health in 
dangerous industries. It cnn now help 
in the difficult task of giving n new 
form nnd spirit to Industrial organiza- 
tion 
by 
co-nnlitinting 
the several 


agencies of conciliation undi adjust- 
ment which have been brought into ex- 
istence by the difficulties and mistaken 
policies of the present management of 
industry, nnd by setting up and devel- 
oping now federal agencies of advice 
and Information which may serve as a 
flooring house for the best experi- 
ence ami best thought on this great 
matter, upon which every thinking 
man must be aware that the future de- 
velopment of society directly depends. 
Agencies of international counsel and 
suggestion are presently to be created 
in comiBCtiou with the league' of na- 
tions in this very field; but it Is na- 
tional action smd the enlightened pol- 
icy of Individuals, corporations and so- 
cieties within each nation that must 
bring about the actual reforms. The 
members of the committee on; labor in 
the two houses will hardly need sug- 
gestions from me as to what means 
they shall seek to make the federal 
government the agent of the whole na- 
tion in pointing out, nnd if;need be, 
guiding the process of reorganization 
and reform. 
i 


Duty to Returning Soldiers. 


"I am sure that it is not necessary 


for me to remind that there is one 
immediate nnd very practical question 
of labor that we should me;et in the 
most liberal spirit. W« must see to it 
that our returning soldiers are assist- 
ed in every practicable way to find 
the places for which they tire fitted' 
in the 
j daily work of tins country. 


This can be done by developng nnd 
maintaining upon an adequate- sc:ite 
the admirable.orgiinlzalion created by 
the department of labor for placing 
men seeking work; and it can also be 
done, in at leust one very great field, 
by creating new opportunities for In- 
dividual enterprise. The secretary of 
the interior has pointed out the way 
by which returning soldiers mtiy b« 
helped to find and take up land in

swing again, and putting a solid: 
structure of credit under them.. Our 
legislation should be friendly to such 
plans nnd purposes. 


"And credit nnd enterprise alike will 


bo quickened by timely and helpful 
legislation with regard to taxation. 
I 


hope that the congress will find It pos- 
sible to undertake an early reconsid- 
eration of federal taxes, in order to 
make onr system of taxation more sim- 
ple and easy of administration and the 
taxes themselves ns little burdensome 
as they can be made and yet suffice 
to support the government and meet 
nl! its obligations. 
The figures to 


which these obligations have arisen 
are very great indeed, bnt they are not 
so great ns to make It difficult for the 
nation to meet them, and meet them, 
perhaps. In n single generation, by 
tares which will neither crush nor dis- 
courage. 
They are not so. great as 


they seem, not so great as the Im- 
mense sums we have'had to borrow, 
added to the immense sums we lyive 
had to raise by taxation, would seem 
to Indicate; for a very large propor- 
tion of these sums were raised In order 
thnt they might be loaned to the gov- 
ernments with which we were associ- 
ated in the war, 'and those loans will, 
of course, constitute assets, not liabil- 
ities nnd will not have to be taken 
care of by our tax-payers. 


Equitable. Taxation. 


"The main tiling we shall have to 


care for is thsxt our taxation shall rest 
as lightly as possible on..the.productive 
resources of the country, that its rates 
shall be stable, and that It s|haH be 
constsnit in its revenue-yleldlrtg . pow- 
er. We have found the main .sources 
from which it must be drawn. I take 
It f(^- granted thsit its mainstays will 
henceforth be the income tax, the ex- 
cess profits tax and the estate tax.. All 
these c:in tie so adjusted to yield con- 
stant nnd adequate returns and yet 
not constitute a too grievous burden 
on the tsixpay.er. A revision of tho in- 
come tax bsis already been provided for 
by the net of 1918, but I think you will 
find thnt further changes can be made 
to advantage both in the rates of the 
tax nnd in the method of its collection. 
The excess profits tnx need not long 
be maintained at the rates which, were 
necessary, while the enormous expense 
of the war hnd to i>e borne; .but it 
should be made the basis of i perma- 
nent system which will reac i undue 
profits without discouraging t ie enter- 
prise nnd activity of our busii ess men.

"I shall tafce the liberty of address- 


ing you on my return on the subjects 
which have 'most engrossed our at- 
tention and the attention of the world 
during those anxious months, since 
the armistice of last November was 
signed, the international settlements 
which must form the subject matter 
of Ihe present treaties of peace and 
of our national action in the immedi- 
ate future. It would lie premature to 


| discuss them or to express a judg- 


ment about them before they are 
brought to their complete formulation 
by the agreements which arejiow be- 
ing sought at the table of the confer- 
ence. I shall hops to lay them before 
you in their many aspects so soon as 
arrangements have been reached. 


Rights of the Worker. 


"The question which stands at the 


front of nil others in every country 
amidst tho present great awakening is 
the 'question of labor; and perhaps I 
can speak of it with as great advan- 
tage while engrossed in the considera- 
tion of interests which affect all coun- 
tries alike as I could at home ami 
amidst the interests which naturally 
most affect my thought, because they 
are the interests of our own people. 
" "By Hie o.uestion of labor I do not 
mean the question of efficient indus- 
trial production, the question, of how 
labor is to be obtained and made ef- 
fective in the great process of sustain- 
ing populations and winning success 
amidst 
commercial 
and 
industrial 


•rivalries. 1 mean that m:u.-h greater 
and more vital question, how are the 
men and women who do the daily la- 
bor of the world to obtain progressive 
improvement in Hie conditions of. their 
labor, to be made hnppicr. and to be 
served better by the eer.i'.uunitles nnd 
the industries which their labor' sus- 
tains and advances? l.low ore they to 
bo given their rij.'iit iidvnntage as citi- 
zens and human hc-ings?

The organization of in- 
dustry is x matter of corporate and 
Individual Initiative and of ' practical 
business arrangement. Those who re- 
ally desire a new relationship between 
capital and labor can readily find si 
way to bring It about; and perhaps 
federal legislation can help more than 
state legislation could. 


In d ustri at Democratization. 


"The object of all reform in this es- 


sential matier must be the genuine 
democratization of industry, based up- 
on a full recognition of the right of 
those 'who work, in whatever rank, to 
participnte 'in some organic way in 
every decision which directly affects 
their welfare or the part they are to 
piny in indu'stry. Spine positive legis- 
lation is practicable. 
The congress 


has a!ready:shown the way to one re- 
form which!'should be world-wide, by 
establishing, the eight-hour day as the 
standard 'dny in every field of labor 
over which It cnn exercise control. It 
h;is sought to find the way to prevent 
child labor and will, I hope and be- 
lieve, .presently find it. It hns served 
the whole country by leading the wsiy 
in developing the menus of preserving 
and safeguarding life and health in 
dangerous industries. It cnn now help 
in the difficult task of giving n new 
form nnd spirit to Industrial organiza- 
tion 
by 
co-nnlitinting 
the several 


agencies of conciliation undi adjust- 
ment which have been brought into ex- 
istence by the difficulties and mistaken 
policies of the present management of 
industry, nnd by setting up and devel- 
oping now federal agencies of advice 
and Information which may serve as a 
flooring house for the best experi- 
ence ami best thought on this great 
matter, upon which every thinking 
man must be aware that the future de- 
velopment of society directly depends. 
Agencies of international counsel and 
suggestion are presently to be created 
in comiBCtiou with the league' of na- 
tions in this very field; but it Is na- 
tional action smd the enlightened pol- 
icy of Individuals, corporations and so- 
cieties within each nation that must 
bring about the actual reforms. The 
members of the committee on; labor in 
the two houses will hardly need sug- 
gestions from me as to what means 
they shall seek to make the federal 
government the agent of the whole na- 
tion in pointing out, nnd if;need be, 
guiding the process of reorganization 
and reform. 
i 


Duty to Returning Soldiers. 


"I am sure that it is not necessary 


for me to remind that there is one 
immediate nnd very practical question 
of labor that we should me;et in the 
most liberal spirit. W« must see to it 
that our returning soldiers are assist- 
ed in every practicable way to find 
the places for which they tire fitted' 
in the 
j daily work of tins country. 


This can be done by developng nnd 
maintaining upon an adequate- sc:ite 
the admirable.orgiinlzalion created by 
the department of labor for placing 
men seeking work; and it can also be 
done, in at leust one very great field, 
by creating new opportunities for In- 
dividual enterprise. The secretary of 
the interior has pointed out the way 
by which returning soldiers mtiy b« 
helped to find and take up land in

In bringing the 
commercial 


•and Industrial undertakings of the: 
world back to their old scope and 
swing again, and putting a solid: 
structure of credit under them.. Our 
legislation should be friendly to such 
plans nnd purposes. 


"And credit nnd enterprise alike will 


bo quickened by timely and helpful 
legislation with regard to taxation. 
I 


hope that the congress will find It pos- 
sible to undertake an early reconsid- 
eration of federal taxes, in order to 
make onr system of taxation more sim- 
ple and easy of administration and the 
taxes themselves ns little burdensome 
as they can be made and yet suffice 
to support the government and meet 
nl! its obligations. 
The figures to 


which these obligations have arisen 
are very great indeed, bnt they are not 
so great ns to make It difficult for the 
nation to meet them, and meet them, 
perhaps. In n single generation, by 
tares which will neither crush nor dis- 
courage. 
They are not so. great as 


they seem, not so great as the Im- 
mense sums we have'had to borrow, 
added to the immense sums we lyive 
had to raise by taxation, would seem 
to Indicate; for a very large propor- 
tion of these sums were raised In order 
thnt they might be loaned to the gov- 
ernments with which we were associ- 
ated in the war, 'and those loans will, 
of course, constitute assets, not liabil- 
ities nnd will not have to be taken 
care of by our tax-payers. 


Equitable. Taxation. 


"The main tiling we shall have to 


care for is thsxt our taxation shall rest 
as lightly as possible on..the.productive 
resources of the country, that its rates 
shall be stable, and that It s|haH be 
constsnit in its revenue-yleldlrtg . pow- 
er. We have found the main .sources 
from which it must be drawn. I take 
It f(^- granted thsit its mainstays will 
henceforth be the income tax, the ex- 
cess profits tax and the estate tax.. All 
these c:in tie so adjusted to yield con- 
stant nnd adequate returns and yet 
not constitute a too grievous burden 
on the tsixpay.er. A revision of tho in- 
come tax bsis already been provided for 
by the net of 1918, but I think you will 
find thnt further changes can be made 
to advantage both in the rates of the 
tax nnd in the method of its collection. 
The excess profits tnx need not long 
be maintained at the rates which, were 
necessary, while the enormous expense 
of the war hnd to i>e borne; .but it 
should be made the basis of i perma- 
nent system which will reac i undue 
profits without discouraging t ie enter- 
prise nnd activity of our busii ess men.
